The first important decision you 
have to make when starting the 
home work involved in filing an 
income tax return is to resolve 
this question: W hich form should 
I use? 
The answer is this: Use the one 
that is simple-! and fits the kind 
and size of sour income. 
The 
Internal Revenue Service 
says that it expects more than 
two-thirds of the 69,000,000 indi­ 
vidual tax returns which w ill he 
filed this year will come in on the 
forms known as 1040A and short 
form .1040. 
Form 1040A is the simplest of 
all. 
It is of cardboard and about 
the size of a check. 
There are 
lines and spaces to fill in 0" the 
front and back. 
No great detail 
is required. 
If your income quali­ 
fies you to use this form. 
You can just give the revenue 
service 
the 
information 
asked. 
Revenue w-ill compute the amount 
of tax you owe and bill you for 
more money or send a refund. 
This year you have an option 
which is new. 
You can fill in the 
last three lines on the front page 
of the card and compute your own 
tax, using the table on the instruc­ 
tion sheet you w ill receive. 
If you 
do this, however, and owe the tax, 
you must send a check or money 
order made out to "Internal Rev­ 
enue Service’’ along with your re­ 
turn. 
You cannot wait for the 
Internal Revenue Service to bill 
you. 
You can use 1040A only if your 
income fits the following descrip­ 
tion: Your total income mixt be 
less than $5,000 consisting of sal­ 
ary and wages from which your 
employer has withheld taxes, and 
not more than $100 total of other 
wages, dividends and interest. This 
is the limit also for the combined 
income of husband and w ife who 
may file the return jointly. 
You cannot use 1040A if you 
have other types of income, such 
as pensions payments. 
Also, you 
cannot use it if you want to re­ 
port sick pay <which can he ex­ 
cluded 
from 
your 
income), 
or 
claim other special credits. 
However, you can use the card 
form and also take advantage of 
nodal tax treatment of dividend 
leome. 
The law provides that 


'ti do not have to pay the tax on 
e first $50 of dividend Income 
from domestic corporations. There­ 
on, on the card form you simply 
do not report up to $50 of y mr 
dividend income 
You ran omit 
up to $100 if husband and wnfe are 
filing jointly. 
Each is entitled to 
a $50 exdusion applied against hi* 
or her separate dividend income. 
If your income fits 1040A and 


you deride to use this card form, 
then the standard deduction of IO 
per cent of your income must be 
accepted. 
That much deduction 
is allowed in the amount of tax 
figured in the table on the in­ 
struction shoot. 
This flat IO per 
cent deduction covers such things 
as contributions, interest, taxes, 
medical expenses and the like. 
If 
your actual deductions are tn° r 
than IO per cent of your income, 
it w ill he to your advantage to use 
form 1040 and itemize them. You 
cannot do this on 1040A. 
Form 1040 is printed on pages 
about the size of a large letter­ 
head. 
There are four pages, but 
only pages one and two will apply 
to the average taxpayer with in­ 
come solely from wages and sal­ 
aries. 
You will he concerned with 
pages three and four only if you 
have other types of income such 
as 
dividends, 
Interest, 
property 
sales, pensions, royalties, rents and 
the like. 
Some taxpayers will be able to 
get by on this wage earner's short 
form using only page one. Others 
w ill have to use pages one and 
two. 


You wrill be able to comply us­ 
ing only page one if you are single 
with no dependents to claim for 
exemptions, or if you are married 
and 
claim exemptions only 
for 
your wife and your children, and 
if your adjusted gross income is 
less than $5,000 in salary or wages. 
But you must also accept the stan­ 
dard deduction of IO per rent for 
personal expenses as on the eerd 
form and u*e the tux table provid­ 
ed on page 16 of the instructions 
to find your tax. 
The “ adjusted gross income” on 
form 1040 is your total income, 
less business connected expenses 
and amounts of sick pay which 
you m ay exclude from your in­ 
come. 
You can do so and also get 
cred't 
for any o\r>i-payment of 
social security tax and the special 
tax rates which apply to heads of 
households, and certain widows 
and widowers. 
There are certain special bene­ 
fits you can claim on 1040 but 
may not claim on the card form 
1040A. On page two of form 1040, 
the big form, you will be able to 
claim other dependent* and get 
credit 
for them to reduce your 
income and tax 
There is also a 
section for itemizing 
your per­ 
sonal deductions.

Rut you also will 
ha\e to compute your tax if you 
itemize your deduction*.

Austin.— A number of the ‘‘Bet­ 
ter Government■’ bills requested 
of the Legislature bv the Texas 
Press Association have hit

legislative hopper. 
Outstanding among those intro­ 
duced are: 
1 A mandatory publications bill, 
designed to force public officials 
to print public notices as called for 
by present statutes. Requiring re­ 
moval from office of any public 
official who refuses to publish fi­ 
nancial reports called for under 
existing laws, this bill would elim­ 
inate such occurences as have hai»- 
pened in Duval County in recent 
years . 
Introduced 
by 
Senator 
Preston Smith of Lubbock and 
Representative John Lee of Ker­ 
mit. 
2. A hill to provide tor public 
not ce of applications of veterans 
applying for loans under the vet­ 
erans’ land act. 
Notices, to ap­ 
pear In the veteran’s home town 
newspaper, would specify name of 
the veteran, describe the land, and 
quote the price he will be paying. 
Senator Charles Herring of Austin 
and Representative Louis M. An­ 
derson of Midland have introduced 
companion bills In the Senate and 
House. 
3. Representative Virginia Duff 
of Ferris and Senator Crawford 
Martin of Hillsboro have intro­ 
duced measures which will require 
publication 
of 
annual 
financial 
statements by school districts and 
other 
official bodies. 
Again, a 
measure to help prevent situa­ 
tions similar to that 
in Duval 
County. 


4. Senator cutis T/>rk of Lufkin 
and Representative Howard Green 
have introduced bills In their re­ 
spect ive houses Which would make 
It unlawful to bar newspaper re­ 
porters from precinct conventions. 
Object: To prevent instances when 
new smen are unable to report con­ 
vention facts to their readers be­ 
ta use they are refused admission 
I i such political meetings. 
6 Meetings

cluding newspapermen, if a bill 
Introduced by Senator Henry R.

The first important decision you 
have to make when starting the 
home work involved in filing an 
income tax return is to resolve 
this question: Which form should 
I use? 
The answer is this: Use the one 
that is simplest and fits the kind 
and size of your income. 
The 
Intel aal Revenue Service 
says that it expects more than 
two-thirds of the 60,000.000 indi­ 
vidual tax returns which will he 
filed this year will come in on the 
forms known as 1040A and short 
form 1040. 
Form 1040A is the simplest of 
all. 
It is of cardboard and about 
the size of a check. 
There are 
lines and spaces to fill in cm the 
front and back. 
No great detail 
is required. 
If your income quali­ 
fies you to use this form. 
You can just give the revenue 
service 
the 
information 
asked. 
Revenue will compute the amount 
of tax you owe and bill you for 
more money or send a refund. 
This year you have an option 
which is new. 
You can fill in the 
last three lines on the front page 
of the card and compute your own 
tax, using the table on the instruc­ 
tion sheet you will receive. If you 
do this, however, and owe the tax, 
you must send a check or money 
order made out to “ Internal R e v ­ 
enue Service’’ along with your re­ 
turn. 
You cannot wait for the 
Internal Revenue Service to bill 
you. 
You can use 1040A only if your 
income fits the following descrip­ 
tion: Your total income must be 
less than $5,000 consisting of sal­ 
ary and wages from which your 
employer has withheld taxes, and 
not more than $100 total of other 
wages, dividends and interest. This 
is the limit also for the combined 
income of husband and wife who 
may file the return jointly. 
You cannot use 1040A if you 
have other types of income, such 
as pensions payments. 
Also, you 
cannot use it if you want to re­ 
port sick pay (which can be ex­ 
cluded 
from 
your 
income), 
or 
claim other special credits. 
However, you can use the card 
form and also take advantage of 
special tax treatment of dividend 
icoTne. 
The law provides that 
hi do not have to pay the tax on 
e first $50 of dividend income 
from domestic corporations. There­ 
on, on the card form you sim ply 
do not report up to $50 of your 
dividend income. 
You can omit 
up to $100 if husband and wife are 
filing jointly. 
Each is entitled to 
a $50 exclusion, applied against bis 
or her separate dividend income. 
If your income fits 1040A and 


you decide to ticp thL card form, 
then the standard deduction of IO 
per cent of your income must be 
accepted. 
That much deduction 
is allowed in the amount of tax 
figured in the table on the in­ 
struction sheet. 
This flat IO per 
cent deduction covers such things 
as contributions, interest, taxes, 
medical expenses and the like. 
If 
your actual deductions are pv c 
than IO per cent of your income, 
it will he to jour advantage to use 
form 1040 and itemize them. You 
cannot do this on 1040A. 
Form 1040 is printed on pages 
about the size of a large letter­ 
head. 
There are four pages, but 
only pages one and two will apply 
to the average taxpayer with in­ 
come solely from wages and sal­ 
aries. 
You will he concerned with 
pages three and four only if you 
have other types of income such 
as 
dividends, 
interest, 
property 
sales, pensions, royalties, rents and 
the like. 
Some taxpayers will he able to 
get by on this wage earner's short 
form using only page one. Others 
will have to use pages one and 
two. 
You will be able to comply us­ 
ing only page one if you are single 
with no dependents to claim for 
exemptions, or if you are married 
and 
claim exemptions only for 
your wife and your children, and 
if your adjusted gross income is 
less than $5,000 in salary or wages. 
But you must also accept the stan­ 
dard deduction of IO per rent for 
personal expenses as on the card 
form and use the tax table provid­ 
ed on page 16 of the instructions 
to find your tax. 
The “adjusted gross income” on 
form 1040 is your total income, 
less business connected expenses 
and amounts of sick pay which 
you may exclude from your in­ 
come. You can do so and also get 
cred’t 
for any over-payment of 
social security tax and the special 
tax rates which apply to heads of 
households, and certain widows 
and widowers. 
There are certain special bene­ 
fits you can claim on 1040 hut 
may not claim on the card form 
1040A. On page two of form 1040, 
the big form, you will he able to 
claim other dependents and get 
credit for them to reduce your 
income and tax 
Therp is also a 
section for itemizing 
your per­ 
sonal deductions. 
Rome nber that 
it pays you to itemize merri if they 
total more than 10 per rent of 
your income. 
But you a Lo will 
have to compute your tax if you 
itemize your deductions.
